The increased rale of pig iron pro- 


duction now witnessed is ascribed 
chiefly to improvement ia weather 
conditions, but a portion ot the credit 
is given to improvement in the quality 
o< coke. Few furnauemen report more 
tham a barely noticeable improvement 
in coke quality, howerer, and the 
great majority testify to there being 
much room left for improvement. They
